- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature.of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

A summary of the claimed subject matter was given in an attempt to distinguish the claims from the prior art with 
respect to the 103 rejection of claim 1 . Applicants 1 representatives suggested that the prior art disclosed conventional 
methods of instrumenting code, but did not provide for the proper instrumentation of the tail merge scenario. The 
examiner suggested that it would be obvious over Angel's disclosure of the use of probes in the context of a change in 
scope combined with Muchnick's teaching of a tail merge; Angel would not place probes unless there was a change of 
scope in Muchnick's tail merge. Applicants agreed to provide further analysis detailing the differences between the 
claims and the prior art. 

The tail merge scenario was further discussed in the context of the 112, 1st paragraph rejection of claim 1. The 
examiner pointed out that page 10 lines 27-30 describes replacing a function call with a jump, and that it was not clear 
how the disclosure supports the call/return of the claim without replacing the function call as described in the 
specification. Applicants agreed to provide further details regarding tail merge call/return.
